The masterpieces, 
found by United States Third 
Army troops in a salt mine at 
Merkers, Germany, during the re- 
cent war, will be exhibited at the 
museum from next Sunday 
through Feb, 17. 

Five Railway Express Co.

paintings to the museum after 
they had arrived by train on a 
converted Railway Express Co. 
car this morning, 

The convoy, led by a motorcycle 
policeman, moved slowly out Olive 
street and Zindell boulevard, turn- 
ing south at DeBaliviere avenue 
to go through Forest Park to the 
museum, One military policeman 
rode beside the driver and one in 
the rear of each truck, 

Show to Occupy 5 Rooms. 

Sixteen open jeeps, each carry- 
ing three white-helmeted members 
of the Missouri National Guard 
armed with carbines, accompanied 
the trucks, When the convoy ar- 
rived at the museum, the crates 
were moved into the five rooms 
in which the exhibit will be shown, 
and military policemen stood 
guard over them. 

A total of 95 pictures were in 
the group which arrived on the 
special railroad car today, but one 
has deteriorated badly and will 
not be shown. It is Jacopo Ami- 
goni’s “Portrait of a Lady as 
Diana.” To prevent further chip- 
ping of paint, the work will re- 
main wrapped in tissue paper.

BRITAIN, 4 OTHERS 
IN BRUSSELS PACT 
RECOGNIZE ISRAEL 


Australia and Switzer- 
land Also Approve New 
State — Total Now Is 
29 Nations. 


LONDON, Jan. 28 (AP)—Britain 
and its Western alliance partners 
announced tonight they will ac- 
cord de facto recognition to Israel. 

A joint communique issued aft- 
er a meeting of the foreign minis- 
ters of n, France, Belgium, 
The Netherlands and Luxembourg 
said general agreement was 
reached that the “stage had now 
been reached at which de facto 
recognition could be given to the 
Government of Israel.” 

Earlier in the day, Australia an- 
nounce. it would extend full rec- 
ognition ‘to the new Jewish state 
in Palestine, and Switzerland said 
it would accord de facto recogni- 
tion, 

In addition, foreign ministers of 
Denmarx, Iceland, Norway and 
Sweden announced tonight their 
countries are “prepared to,recog- 
nize Israel de facto in the near 
future.” The four ministers are 
meeting in Oslo. 

France already had announced 
de facto recognition before today’s 
joint Western alliance communi- 
que. This recognizes the ex- 
istence of Israel as a state but 
falls short of de jure recognition, 
which recognizes the government 
of a state as the legally consti- 
tuted authority. 

With the action by all five 
Brussels Pact nations, 29 now 
recognize Israel, including Canada 
and South Africa among the Brit- 
ish dominions. The United States 
has accorded de facto recognition, 
and the Soviet Union, unspecified 
recognition of the new state. 
Britain’s action means that Israel 
is recognized by all the Big Four 
powers. 

Rhodes Talks Near Collapse. 

Meanwhile, on the island of 
Rhodes, armistice talks between 
Israel and Egypt were close to 
collapse. Failure of both sides to 
modify their stands appeared 
likely to wreck the conference 
very soon. Egypt has demanded 
that the Jews give up gains in the

3-Cent Hourly Reduction 
in International Co. 
Plants Under Escalator 
Clause in Pact.

Wages of 25,000 production 
workers of International Shoe Co. 
will be reduced 3 cents an hour, 
effective Feb. 7, under an esca- 
lator clause in their union con- 
tracts, it was announced today. 

The decrease is based on the 
United States Department of La- 
bor’s consumer price index for 
large cities in the month of No- 
vember. The wage contracts pro- 
vide that changes based on the 
price index shall become effective 
three months later. 

Since the escalator clause was 
inserted in the union contracts 
with the company in August 1947, 
there have been five increases of 
3 cents each and two decreases 
of the same amount, including the 
one announced today. 

Wage changes under the cost- 
of-living clause have been as fol- 
lows: Oct. 6, 1947, up 3 cents; Dec. 
1, 1947, up 3 cents; April 5, 1948, 
up 3 cents; May 3, 1948, down 3 
cents; July 5, 1948, up 3 cents; 
Oct. 4, 1948, 3 cents; Feb. 7, 1949, 
down 3 cents. 

The new wage rate will affect 
Internatienal Shoe Co. workers in 
nine states, including Missouri.

ing President Li Tsung-jen perked 
up peace prospects today by send- 
ing a personal plea to: Chinese 
Communist leader Mao Tse-tung. 

Caretaker for a Government 
deeply distrusted by the Com- 
munists, Li urged Mao to name 
the place and Red negotiators 
‘for a peace conference, 

Li acted after his old colleague, 
Gen. Pai Chung-hsi, flew in from 
his Central China command head- 
quarters at Hankow. 

Pai, who with Gen. Li threatened 
@ revolt in 1936 unless Chiang 
Kai-shek actively fought Japan, 
was believed strengthening the 
acting President’s hand in the 
peace move. 

Two high Government officials 
considered to be still taking 
Chiang’s orders, Premier Sun Fo 
and Foreign Minister Wu Te-chen, 
flew off to Shanghai. 

There was a growing belief thev 
left because they feared Li and 
Pai would take action against 
them. They now are regarded as 
‘the chief advocates for fighting 
on (although Sun recently was 
supposed to have taken a stand 

‘for peace.) 

The officia] reason was that Wu 
and Sun went off to confer with 
third party leaders on peace 
moves. No one believed that. The 
‘third party leaders already have 
refused to take part. 

(In Shanghai, efforts to locate 
Sun and Wu proved fruitless. 
Some sources said both had gone 
on to Canton. Another said at 
least one of them had gone to 
Fenghwa, where Chiang is spend- 
‘ng the Chinese New Year. 

(One Shangha: source said the 
departure of the two from Nan- 
king was further evidence that 
the Kuomintang old guard was 
abandoning Li and heading south 
in hopes of taking over the Gov- 
ernment before Li can get to 
Canton to assume leadership. The 
cabinet has announced Canton 
‘as seat of the Government begin- 
ning Feb. 5. 

(It appeared there was a move 
on to set up a fugitive govern- 
ment in revolt against Li. This 
would mean that at the proper 
time Chiang might reappear and 
resume his position as leader. Li 
reportedly has been arguing that 
moving the capital to Canton 
would wreck hopes for peace 
talks.) 

In Peiping, Associated Press 
Correspondent Spencer Moosa re- 
ported that a regiment of Nation- 
alist troops revolted today when 
ordered into Red territory under 
the Peiping peace pact. He said 
troops loyal to Nationalist Gen. Fu 
Tso-yi engaged the rebelling regi- 
ment. Fu’s headquarters said the 
revolt was suppressed. The re- 
wolting troops were among units 
under the command of Nationalist 
Gen. Shih Chuch, bitter opponent 
of a peaceful settlement of the 
Peiping siege.

HOUSTON, Tex., Jan. 28 (AP)— 
Sound has been made to move at 
31,000 miles an hour by scientists 
at Rice Institute — the fastest 
sound speed ever produced. 

The scientists made a full re- 


port of their experiments today at 
the annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican Physical Society in New 
Work. 

Head of the research project 
is Charles Francis Squire, 35- year- 
old Maryland physicist. 

Squire said the fact that he and 
his three graduate assistants have 
been able to move sound faster 
than ever before has one import- 
ant scientific result: a way was 
found to clock such a fantastic 
speed at extremely low tempera- 
tures, 

The speed of sound in air is ap- 
proximately 700 miles an hour. To 
make sound move 31,000 miles an 
hour, the Rice scientists produced 
a temperature of three degrees 
above absolute zero—457 degrees 
below zero Fahrenheit. 

Radar instruments were used to 
clock the speed. 

The three graduate assistants 
who worked with Dr. Squire on 
the project are W. C, Overton, R. 
H, Pry and R. W. Schmitt.

The Cabinet approved the Gov- 
ernment's reply to Markos today. 
Its decision to accept the cease- 
fire offer, even with conditions, 
calre as a sufprise. 

Three previous peace proposals 
by Vafiades, couched in almost 
identical terms, had been rejected 
by the Government. Many here 
thought the latest offer was just 
part of a so-called Soviet “peace 
offensive,” designed mainly for 
propag*nda purposes. 

Proposals by Rebels. 

In broadcasting their latest of- 
fer, the guerrillas said these con- 
ditions were necessary for peace 
in Greece: 

1. Withdrawal of American 
and British military forces and 
missions from Greece. (An 
American military mission has 
been advising the Greek army. 
Britain has a small garrison of 
soldiers in Greece.) 

2 An immediate armistice, 
with opposing armies remaining 
in their present positions. 

3. An unrestricted general am- 
nesty for political prisoners. 

4. Re-establishment of trade 
unions and equality for all na- 
tional minorities. 

5 Immediate negotiations to 
form a government acceptable 
to both sides.

The Democratic plan, adopted 
Monday night, had been to open 
the hearings today and close them 
Feb. 10. The aope was to confine 
committee consideration to amend: 
ments consistent with the recom- 
mendations of President Truman. 
It was questionable whether this 
move could succeed in committee, 
and certain, under the Senate 
rules, that it had no chance of 
success when the committee meas- 
ure reaches the floor. 
Tobin on Drafting Group. 
Secretary Tobin was chairman 
of an administration committee 
that had been asked by Senator 
Thomas, chairman of the Senate 
Labor Committee, to draft the 
amendments consistent with Pres- 
ident Truman’s recommendations. 
This, in itself, is a departure 
from recent custom. It was com- 
mon, in the Roosevelt administra- 
tions, for the President to send.a 
recommendation to Congress, and, 
along with his message, the draft 
of a bill that would translate the 
proposal into law. Truman, how- 
ever, had adopted a “hands-off” 
policy in this respect. He was 
strong on recommendations, but 
went out of his way to emphasize 
that he would leave to Congress 
the drafting of legislation. 


Serving with Tobin on the com- 
mittee to draft the Administration 
amendments are Clark Clifford, 
the President’s legal adviser; Paul 
Herzog, chairman of the National 
Labor Relations Board, and Cyrus 
Ching, director of the Mediation 
and Conciliation Service. 


Truman’s recommendations for

HE St. Louis Real Estate

GAS PLANT BLOWS 
UP IN CHICAGO 
NEARLY 50 HURT 


Six-Story Generating 
Works in Industrial 
Area Leveled jin Ex- 
plosion. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 28 (AP)—Near- 
ly 50 persons were reported in- 
jured, some seriously, today in 
an explosion that destroyed a gas 
generating plant on the south- 
west side of the city. 

The Red Cross rushed blood 


Plasma to Passavant Hospital 
when its emergency rooms were 
reported filled with from 30 to 
40 persons injured in the blast. 

Five employes of the People’s 
Gas Light & Cok Co., one in criti- 
cal condition, were taken to St. 
Luke’s | Hospital. Many others 
were treated at the site of the 
explosion at Twenty-third street 
and Allport avenue. 

Joseph McCarthy, supervisor of 
ambulances for the Fire Depart- 
ment, said the gas company fore- 
man told him all men in the 
burned building had been account- 
ed for. 

Arthur W. Ambler, 42 years old, 
who was on the second floor of 
the plant, said he was blown out 
by the blast. “I heard it and the 
next thing I knew I was on the 
ground,” he reported. . 

The gas generating plant was 
in a six-story brick building, 
leveled by the blast, which was 
reported to have occurred in the 
boiler room. 

Firemen poured streams of 
water into thé structure to pre- 
vent adjacent buildings from 
catching fire, The plant is in the 
center of an industrial area. 

Firemen who brought the flames 
under control in 45 minutes esti- 
mated the damage at $250,000. 

The explosion shattered windows 
for a radius of four blocks and 
and smashed more than 1000 in 
the service building-of the Com- 
monwealth Edison Co. building 
west of the gas plant. 


BUCKET BRIGADE SAVES TOWN 
OF MERCER, MO., FROM BLAZE 


MERCER, Mo., Jan. 28 (UP)— 
Citizens of Mercer today had 
saved their town from fire by 
means of a bucket brigade. 

When the blaze in Oral d 
Produce Co. threatened to spread 
through the town, a frantic call 
was sent to Princeton, 10 miles 
south of here. Mercer has no fire 
fighting equipment. 

The Princeton truck stalled on 
snow-packed highways, so Mercer 
citizens formed the bucket brig- 
ade. Men, women and children 
hustled buckets of water and were 
ice-coated at the finish—but they 
put out the blaze.

_ “We support their program,” Air 
Force Secretary W. Stuart Syming- 
ton of St. Louis told the House 
Armed Services Committee. He 
referred to the Administration’s 


budget recommendations for the 
year starting July 1. 

He left no doubt, however, that 
the Air Force would continue its 
fight for a 70-group force when 
funds can be provided, 

Symington said the President 
does not believe the nation can af- 
ford more than 48 groups at this 
time, but favors authority for 
eventually going up to 70. 

Gen, Hoyt S. Vandenberg, : Air 
Force chief of staff, told the com- 
mittee the original budget re- 
quests by the Air Force contained 
figures for a 70-group, a 66-group, 
a 59-group and a 48-group force. 

He listed the 70-group require- 
ment at $7,500,000,000 and the 48- 
group at $4,500,000,000 to $5,000,- 
000,000. The latter amount is What 
the President has recommended. 

The general said a 70-group au- 
thorization is necessary for plan- 
ning purposes. 


“Essential to Security.” 


Symington said he believes au- 
thority for a 70-group force is “es- 
sential to the security” of the 
United States. 

“When we can afford it I think 
it’s essential” to go up to an 
actual force that size, he went on.

At the same time, Judge Mat- 
thews requested the reduction in 
price under a law passsd by the 
Kightieth Congress after the con- 
tract of sale was signed in De- 
cember 1947. The law authorizes 
the sale of Government-owned 
tracts such as Tyson Park at 50 
per cent of the actual value.

TEACHERS SAID 10 
BE HIRED AT STOWE 


School Official Testifies 
New Instructors at Har 
ris Average Eight Years’ 
More Service. ~ 


Teachers hired recently at Har- 
ris Teachers’ College had an aver- 
age of eight years more experience 
than those hired at Stowe 
Teachers’ College, Henry A, Miller, 
assistant superintendent of in- 
struction for the Board of Educa- 
tion testified in a Circuit Court 
trial today. 

Miller offered his testimony in 
the suit brought by Miss Marjorie 
Toliver, Negro, who has contend- 
ed that Harris offers better edu- 
cation opportunities and that to 
deny her admission to that school 
has handicapped her in training 
for her chosen profession, 

Trial to Resume Feb, 23. 

The trial, in the court of Judge 
James J. Nangle, was continued 
by agreement until Feb. 23 at the 
conclusion of Miller’s testimony. 

Questioned by plaintiff's attor- 
ney Sidney R. Redmond, Negro, 
Miller said four teachers hired 
within the last year as instructors 
at Harris Teachers’ College had 
an average of 14.75 years’ experi- 
ence. Seven teachers hired during 
a comparable period at Stowe had 
an average teaching experience of 
5.2 years, he said. 

Relative Pay Scales. 

Much of yesterday’s testimony 
was devoted to a presentation by 
Miller of relativé pay scales at 
the two schools, and the relative 
experience of their teachers at 
college level. 

In the last three years, he said, 
four teachers with doctor of phi- 
losophy or doctor of education de- 
grees have left the Stowe faculty, 
and none have left the Harris 
faculty. The average annual sal- 
ary for full-time teachers is $3401 
at Stowe and $4554 at Harris, he 
said, and it is his recollection that 
of the last five who have left the 
Stowe faculty three included pay 
levels among their reasons for 
leaving. 

He read a letter of resignation 
from Edward Ferguson Jr., who 
had been a member of the Stowe 
faculty for about six years when 
he left in 1946.

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Plans Drafted to Simplify 
Set-up for More Effi- 
ciency and Improved 
Service to Public. | 


Reorganization of the city, 
Health Division to provide more 
efficiency and better service to 
the public was approved yester- 
day by Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, 

Pians for simplification of the 
administrative structure, which 
the Mayor approved, were drawn 
up by Health Commissioner J. 
Earl Smith, Personnel Director R. 
Elliott Scearce and City Counselor 
George L, Stemmler. 

The proposal provides for @ 
reduction in the number of sec< 
tions within the Health Division 
from 10 to five and appointment 
of four deputy health commis 
sioners to be in direct charge of 
each of four sections. The Health 
Commissioner would be in chargé 
of the administrative section, the 
fifth section. 

Present sections which would 
be changed are the sanitation 
section, the industrial hygiend 
section, the rat control section. All 
these would become bureaus un 
der a new section to be known 
as the sanitary engineering sec 
tion. Additional bureaus in th 
new section would be those 
housing, insect control and 
pollution. 

The laboratory section, the meat

section and the food control sec: 
tion would all become bureaus un 
der a new technical services sec: 
tion to be established. 

The health centers section wi 
remain under the proposal whi 
advocates, however, that a distri 
health officer be placed in each 
center. Bureaus under this sec 
tion would include those on pub: 
lic health nursing, public healt 
dentistry, maternal and _ child 
health, and parochial schools. 

A proposed new section on pre 
ventive medicine would includd 
bureaus on tuberculosis control, 
venereal disease control, epidemi- 
ology and acute communicable di- 
sease control, and geriatrics. 

The administration ssectio 
would include the bureaus of vi 
statistics, public health informa. 
tion, secretarial service, budgetd 
and accounts, and personnel. 

The proposed reorganization has 
been under study for several 
months. Stemmler said that the 
reorganization can be made effec 
tive under present Charter pro- 
visions, but that the changes ef- 
fecting sections would have to bé 
authorized by ordinances.

« Most snow. Winds whipped the 


snow into drifts over newly 
cleared highways and rail lines 
and curtailed relief work in the 
disaster area. Gov. Val Peterson 
called out four National Guard 
companies to help clear roads of 
new snow. 

Lighter snowfalls were reported 
in other parts of the rangelands 
and did not seriously interfere 
with the relief operations. Fed- 
eral and state officials joined 
Panchers in the fight to dig out 
from the worst winter weather in 
peveral years in the Western 
plains and Rocky Mountain re- 
gion. 

Emergency cash relief came 
from federal and state sources to 
finance the huge task of saving 
the more than 5,000,000 cattle and 
@heep which are in varying de- 
grees of distress. 

Votes Funds, 

Congress yesterday voted a $500,- 
000 appropriation to be added to 
President Truman’s disaster fund 
ahd the Senete voted also an au- 
thorization of $3,000,000 for which 
funds have not Seen appropriated.

It was asserted by the city that 
the commission erred in not de- 
termining additional revenue 
Southwestern Bell would receive 
from increasing business and 
from provision of desired higher 
type services. Gross revenue was 
“ereatly understated” .in connec- 
tion with the commission’s find- 
ings, the petition said.

Complaint was made by the city 
that the commission ignored the 
“end result” theory of utility rate- 
making as expounded by the Su- 
preme Court’of the United States 
in the famous Hope case about 
five years ago. The essential point 
of that theory is that, after taking 
care of all other requirements, a 
utility needs to earn only a rea- 
sonably attractive profit for the 
common stock. :

Just as Kansas City charged in 
a rehearing petition filed-in this 
case yesterday, St. Louis asserted 
that the commission's report vio- 
lated state law, in that only two 
of the five commissioners joined 
in the findings of fact. The result 
was approved by a third commis— 
sioner, Miss Agnes Mae Wilson, 
who is preparing a concurrin 
opinion. Two other commissioners 
dissented on the ground the rates 
allowed were excessive. 

A charge that the commission 
was “unduly and improperly influ- 
enced by matters admittedly not 
of record in this case” was made 
by St. Louis. The petition. cited 
as proof of this the commission's 
reference to a recent wage in- 
crease for company employes. 

Findings of the commission were 
based on company data for the

RADIO SIGNALS 
SENT FROM AREA 
OF MISSING B:2¢ 


| Thought to Be Coming 


From Survivors of Plane 
Lost on Dakar-to-Eng- 
land Flight. 


LONDON, Jan. 28 (AP)—United 
States Air Force headquarters 
said today constant radio signals 
are coming from the area 150 


miles northeast of the Canary Is- 
‘lands and are believed to be from 
survivors of a missing Super- 
fortress. The American B-29 was 
lost yesterday with 15 men aboard 
on a flight from Dakar, West 
Africa, to England. 

“We have strong hopes that all 
the boys are alive and well,” an 
Air Force spokesman said, 

An oil slick was sighted by a 
French flying boat near the spot 
from which the radio signals are 
coming, headquarters said, A B-29 
and a B-17 Wilying Fortress were 
dispatched to search the area. 
British planes also helped in the 
hunt, wheich was directed fr 
two search operation headquartérs 
—one in England and the other 
at Port Lyautey, in French Mo- 
rocco, 

Britisa-based B-29s were ordered 
to search as far south as the 
northern coast of Spain, but foggy 
weather restricted their activity. 

Three B-17 bombers in the North 
African area were sent from the 
Air Force base at Tripoli to Port 
Lyautey. Six B-29s from England 
also arrived there and were joined 
by two Navy planes stationed in 
Moroccc. 

The planes searched an area 
bounded by Dakar on the south, 
northern Spain on the north and 
the Azores on the west. 

Low ceilings and Mediterranean 
thunderstorms made the search 
difficult 

Air *orce authorities in Eng- 
land said the missing plane would 
long since have exhausted its fuel. 

The staff duty officer at Third 
Air Division headquarters in Eng- 
land said the plane made its last 
radio contact with Air Force con- 
trol at Frankfurt shortly § after 
midnight yesterday. He said the 
signal showed the plane then was 
near the Canary Islands. 

The Superfortwess, due at Mar- 
ham, England, on a routine train- 
ing flight yesterday, had flown 
north from Accra on the African 
Gold Coast. It stopped at Dakar 
Wednesday and then disappeared 
on the home leg to England.

More than 50 communities were 
cut off from long-distance tele- 
phone communication, including 
Mexico, Fulton and Wellsville. 
Telephone service to Jefferson 
City was reported “crippled” but 
not completely out, as was the 
case two weeks ago. 

Ice storms this month in Mis- 
souri, Arkansas, Oklahoma, Kan- 
sas and Texas caused damage to 
telephone facilities estimated at 
$7,500,000, Southwestern Bell re-

The damage far surpassed that 
caused by the 1944 hurricane on 
the East Coast, the company said. 
Shipments of wire to states swept 
by ice storms total nine times as 
much as shipments to eastern 
states affected by the huricane. 

Emergency shipments of wire 
totaled almost 1,500,000 pounds, ex- 
ceeding the entire amount shipped 
to Southwestern Bell for normal 
purposes in the fourth quarter of 
1948. Hundreds of long-distance 
circuits were out of service during 
the month and as many as 33,000 
telephones were out of order at 
one time. Four thousand linemen 
were used to restore service. 

Union Electric Output Record. 

For the second time in a week, 
Union Electric Co, reported a new 
record for power production. In 
the 24-hour period ending last mid- 
night, 17,831,950 kilowatt hours of 
electricity was used, The pro- 
longed darkness and full industrial 
activity were credited with creat- 
ing record demand for electrical 
power.

ERP Changes 
Urged in Report 
To Congress 


“Watchdog’ Commit- 
tee Calls for Ad- 
ministrative Im- 
provements.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (INS) 
BLUEPRINT for far-reach- 
ing changes in operation of 
the European Recovery Pro- 
gram was presented to Congress 
yesterday by its foreign aid 
“watchdog” committee. 

Without making specific recom- 
mendations, the committee pointed 
to the need for administrative im- 
provements both in the interest 
of American taxpayers and for the 
benefit of participating European 
countries. The group said it was 
stil a question whether these 
countries will be able to develop a 
real joint recovery program, based 
on mutual co-operation, as fore- 
seen by the Marshall plan. 

“Substantial Progress.” 

In a.75,000-word report covering 
the first 10 months of ERP, the 
committee said: 

“The participating countries 
have come to grips only recently 
with the fundamental problems in- 
volved in developing an integrated 
program for Western ° Europe. 
Whether it will be possible for 
the participating countries to de- 
velop a ‘joint recovery program’ 
which is more than a summation 
of individual programs remains to 
be determined.” 

The committee said Europe has 
made “substantial progress toward 
economic recovery and morale” 
since the Marshall] plan was inau- 
gurated. It added that American 
aid has contributed much to 
western Europe’s economic fe- 
habilitation and political stability. 

The report, presented by Sen- 
ator Bridges (Rep.), New Hamp- 
shire, retiring chairman of the 
committee, urged the Economic 
Co-Operation Administration, in 
planning the four and one-half 
billion dollar 1949-50 program, to 
stress monetary reform and cur- 
rency stabilization. 

Particular attention was given 
the German reparations problem. 
Need was indicated for congres- 
sional action to determine a policy 
for dismantling of German indus- 
trial plants, The committee said 
Congress Should consider whether 
it would be desirable that ERP 
participants agree, as a condition 
for receiving further United States 
aid, to reduce the number of Ger- 
man plants to be dismantled as 
reparations.

Pioneers in Ungava Iron Run 
Into High Costs, Other Worries 


Bread $la Loaf—Canadian-American De- 
velopment Combine Under Fire From 
Quebec Minority Groups.

ANADA’s gigantic iron bonanza, snowbound today, is a promise 
( of dollars to come when the Americans begin buying sub-Arctic 
ore, but the Ungava boom is also a source of more headaches in 
Canada than snow, cold and distance. As often happens in mining 
under the Northern Lights, hope has somewhat outrun costs. 


The pioneers up here on snow- 
shoes find also that al? kinds of 
interests are trying to get in on 
the iron act, 

Bread costs $1 a loaf. A 100- 
pound bag of flour brought in by 
air costs $73. Food runs $4.50 a 
day, with gardens impossible even 
in summer and meat-game scarce. 
To fly in the 700 tons of ma- 
chinery already here cost propor- 
tionately. 

Opposition By Some Groups. 

Besides Hollinger of Ontario; 
which is mixing its gold-mine in- 
come with Cleveland capital to 
make iron, four other Canadian 
companies have exploration rights 
to the 350-mile strip of the Labra- 
dor trough. Reading down from 
the northern or Hudson straits 
end, they are Fenimore Iron Mines 

Ltd. of Toronto, Quebec-Labrador 
Development Co. Ltd. of Toronto, 
Fortchimo Mines Ltd. of Toronto 
and Norancon Exploration Co. of 
Quebec Ltd. 

The American money comes 
from the . A. Hanna Co., iron- 
makers of Cleveland, Ohio. G. 
M. Humphrey, president, was 
chairman of the inter-Allied com- 
mission for the liquidation of the 
Ruhr. 

Though the Canadian-American 
Interests have sunk some $4,500,- 
000 exploring the Ungava without 
selling their first pound of ore, 
they are under fire from the min- 
orities here: The leftist political 
party called the CCF, Canada’s 
socialist Wallaceites, and a part 
of the French Canadian com- 
munity who are intensly nation- 
alist. 

The French are angered because 
their Quebec state government 
charges Hollinger only $6000 a 
year exploring rights till 1958, and 
a flat figure of $100,000 there- 
after. The other three companies 
pay Quebec more in proportion be- 
cause they came late and have so 
far spent almost nothing. 

Ory of “Saxonization.” 

Quebec also ties down the 
Canadian-American capitalists by 
insisting that the company exploit 
only 300 of the 3900 square miles 
they are scouting, and that terms 
be revised every ten years for the 
next 80 years. These vigilant safe- 
guards do not satisfy the Montreal 
newspaper Le Devoir (Duty) 


which offers Quebec’s Premier 
Maurice Duplessis this nosegay of 
poison ivy: 

“Canadian and American finan- 
ciers are getting ready to drain 
the province of Quebec of one of 
its most important natural assets 
without adequate compensation in 
the form of mining rights of new 
industries. The north shore of the 
St. Lawrence supplies the timber 
scouts, the miners, the workmen. 
But the real profits will go to 
others, to a few financiers whose 
greed and lack of scruples are 
well known.” 

The CCF socialists have done 
the Ungava mine a future service 
by trying to purge Communist 
control from the National Mine, 
Mill and Smelters Union, but Can- 
ada’s Laborites insist that the 
income taxes of 4 per cent to 7 
per cent the dominion levies on 
the Ungava enterprises are not 
enough. The whole Ungava ought 
to be seized by Canada’s federal 
government and the American 
share bought out, say Canada’s 
leftists. 

The French regard the Ontario 
interests as interlopers almost as 
much as the Americans, and iron 
as another spearhead of “Saxoni- 
zation.” 

Msgr. N. A. Labrie, powerful

As a member of the Bar Association 
- Of St. Louis for many years and as one 
of its former officers, I deplore as much 
as you do in your excellent editorial our 
injustice done to Sidney Redmond, one 
of the outstanding members of the Mis- 
souri bar. It is, indeed, unfortunate 
that a silent but potent minority in our 
association should rully our prestige and 
our zeal for justice and our recognition 
of all persons upon the sole qualifica- 
tion of personal merit. 

But it is an action by our association 
that I am confident will soon be cor- 
rected, despite the sorry result of this 
first attempt to eliminate a long-stand- 
ing injustice.

The American Bar Association does 
not recognize any color line in its ac- 
ceptance of members to its ranks. But 
has comparable progress been made by 
other professional organizations? How 
many Negroes are there on the profes- 
siona] staff of the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch or on the professional staffs of 
any other of the great metropolitan 
newspapers of this city or state? What 
other professional associations of high 
standing have any Negroes within their 

\‘ membership? 

Neither the American Medical Asso- 
ciation nor the Medical Society of St. 
Louis has ever squarely faced the issue 
as have we of the bar. 

Progress is often a slow and disap- 
pointing process, but progress can never 
‘be achieved for the competent Negro if 
great newspapers do not welcome him 

‘to their staffs or if reputable profes- 
sional organizations shut the gates of 
discussion to his admittance to member- 
ship. Perhaps the courage of the Bar 
Association will encourage other profes- 
gional organizations to correct their own

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A Slipshod Decision 

Both St. Louis and Kansas City are contesting 
the decision of the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission in the telephone case. Both cities have 
petitioned for a rehearing. Southwestern Bell 
was awarded the full amount of rate increases 
that it sought. If rehearing is denied, the con- 
troversy, in all probability, will be taken to the 
courts. 

The St. Louis petition charges that the com- 
mission ignored the “end result” theory of rate- 
making as laid down by the United States Su- 
preme Court in the Hope case of five years ago. 
That case is regarded as the prevailing one in 
public utility rate determination. It is con- 
tended by Kansas City that there are numerous 
legal questions involved, some of which have 
not been passed on by the Missouri Supreme 
Court or the United States Supreme Court. 

Both cities contend that the decision of the 
commission is illegal because only two of the 
five commissioners joined in the finding of fact. 
These were Osburn and Williams. A third mem- 
ber, Miss Agnes Mae Wilson, concurred in the 
result without making known her opinion of the 
findings. The remaining two members—Henson 
and McClintock—dissented, but unfostunately 
did not give their detailed reasons. 

St. Louis charges that the company was 
granted an excessive allowance of more than 
$4,400,000 in annual operating expenses. Kansas 
City points out that, while the company itself 
indicated a willingness to accept a return of 5.04 
per cent, the commission allowed a return of 
5.27 per,cent. 

No surety bond was required to cover possible 
refunds if the decision is knocked out. It is 
charged that the commission failed to follow the 
weight of the evidence on depreciation charges, 
deferred maintenance costs and pension -charges. 
Both St. Louis and Kansas City renew the argu- 
ment—one that can be very strongly buttressed 
—for full deduction of depreciation reserve 
from investment in plant. 

Among the many questions posed to the com- 
mission is its peculiar action in lecturing other 
states as to what they should do about telephone 
rates. Surely, the commissions of Arkansas, 
Oklahoma, Kansas and other states must resent 
this meddling in their business. 

Other points brought up to support the peti- 
tions for ‘rehearing are the controversial 
A.T.&T. license fee, and the relationship be- 
tween Western Electric and the Bell System. 

It is apparent, in short, from the many argu- 
ments made by the state’s two principal cities 
that the commission's decision was slipshod and 
unconvincing and that it is greatly in need of 
rehearing or judicial review, or both. 
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A Marvelous Medical Story 

Dr. J. Ross Veal’s treatment of Sumner Welles 
is a marvelous story of medical skill. When 
Welles was found unconscious near his home on 
Dec. 26, having lain for hours in bitterly cold 
weather, it appeared that his feet and hands 
might have to be amputated. By rare good for- 
tune, Dr. Veal, who had made a special study 
of frostbite, was available to care for the ex- 
Under Secretary of State. 

With the use of a drug called heparin, a 
blood anti-coagulant, penicillin and temperature 
control, Dr. Veal was able to save Mr. Welles 
from amputations and the patient is now pre- 
paring to leave the hospital. The story of the 
treatment, beautifully described yesterday by 
Raymond P. Brandt, Chief Washington Corre- 
spondent of the Post-Dispatch, is one that may 
well save thousands of persons in the future 
from amputations or death after exposure, 

Hats off to Dr. Veal and cordial congratula- 
tions to Sumner Welles on his recovery from 
what might have been a tragic. experience. 
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Sound Highway Sense 


The Missouri Highway Commission and the 
professional engineers who staff the department 
under it are entitled to take a bow as a result 
of the indorsements spoken at the hearings of 
the Governor’s highway advisory committee, 
headed by former Gov. Stark. 

A. B. Duncan of St. Joseph, president of the 
Citizens’ Road Association, went so far as to 
say that since the establishment of the commis- 
sion “there has never been even a hint of 
scandal, waste or inefficiency.” This is an unre- 
strained testimonial and might seem overly 
friendly, and yet when an attempt is made to 
find a hole in it, the critic is hard put. Mr. 
Duncan is on mighty safe ground when he says 
that public confidence in the commission is so 
great that an increase in the gasoline tax would 
meet with general approval “so long as the 
funds were placed in the sole security of the 
commission.” 

Hugh Stephens of Jefferson City, a particu- 
larly stanch friend of non-political administra- 
tion and development of the state’s roads, ap- 
proached it from another angle. He recalled 
the days when counties issued road bonds and 
pointed out that there is now very littlé to show 
for the money raised and spent that way. The 
highway system which Missouri has today is 
the creation of the state as a whole, through 
state-wide bond issues, the commission and the 
department. 

Mr. Stephens then made the sound point that 
any program for the expansion and rebuilding 
of the highway system should start with the 
plan proposed by the state commission last year. 
This included the addition of 15,000 miles of 


“ rural roads to. the state system and a 2-cent 


increase in the state gasoline tax. Had that pro- 
gram been adopted, there never would have been 
the costly loss of time while the state debated 
and voted on the Curry resolution to bring a 
multiplicity of local units into the administra- 
tion of highway projects and funds. 

A lot of good sense is being put into the 


highway hearings at Jefferson City. 
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The Wryest Filibuster 

A filibuster against the proposed new Senate 
rule to end filibusters would be just about the 
apex of absurdity. Indulged.in for any cause, 
the filibuster has made deliberate assembly 
‘something to laugh at. The filibustering Sena- 
tor has become an object of popular mockery— 
bitter mockery, to be sure, ‘but still mockery.

How’ to Kill Old-Age Pensions 

Does the State of Missouri want to go into 
the old-age pension business with no questions 
asked and thus assume all the financial outlay 
which such a program would require? 

If so, then the thing for the Legislature to do is 
to pass the new pension bill introduced by Rep- 
resentative Shockley, Waynesville Democrat. 

But if Missouri wants to know what it is get- 
ting’into and believes in counting the cost of 
the tower before it begins to build, it will take 
a long look at Mr. Shockley’s measure. 


Here are some of the things the Shockley bill © 


would do: . 


Eliminate from the present law all refer- 
ence to the property owned by a pensioner 
or applicant for a pension. 


Eliminate the provision which bars pay- 
ment of pensions to persons who have trans- 
ferred property to other persons for the 
purpose of establishing eligibility for a 
pension. 


Eliminate the provisions which bar pay- 
ment to any persons now inmates in a public 
institution and Which require consideration 
of income, resources and gifts from others, 
in determining the need of a pension ap- 
plicant. 


As Boyd F. Carroll, our Jefferson City corre- 
spondent, points out, Missouri already has an 
old-age pension law which is liberal in its terms 
as compared with the statutes of many other 
states. Moreover, Gov. Smith has recommended 
not only an increase in the amount of the as- 
sistance, but ending: all consideration of the 
financia aid to pensioners by relatives. 

The old-age assistante movement came out of 
gf genuine desire to help those who are in dis- 
tress in their advanced years. The intent was 
not to.make a pensioner of everyone, regardless 
of means. Gov. Smith’s proposal to forget about 
financially able sons and daughters goes too far 
and the Shockley bill is much worse. 

The choice in this old-age pension matter is 
whether a humanitarian program is to be re- 
tained or so saddled with persons of means as 
to be ruined.

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Suggestion for Illinois Officials 


There is a great difference between the regard 
which slot machine owners and gamblers have 
for the long arm of Uncle Sam and their uncon- 
cern for the rather palsied hand of local law en- 
forcement. The situation in certain counties in 
Illinois spells this out in detail. 

Macoupin county is a case in point. This is 
the county south of Sangamon, the state capital 
county, and north of Madison county. Since 
Nov. 2, the proprietors of 29 taverns have paid 
$3299 in federal taxes on newly installed slot 
machines. Roy J. Harris, our staff correspond- 
ent‘ at Springfield, reports that most of these 
one-armed bandits went into operation in De- 
cember or January.

Senator Russell of Georgia may have a worth- 
while objective in mind when he proposes a 
federal program to aid the voluntary migration 
of 1,500,000 Negro families from the South.

It would find it necessary then to help in 
the migration of poor whites as well as Negroes 
from areas of low economic opportunity to areas 
of high economic opportunity—which would 
mean not from the South alone, but from other 
areas such as the Missouri Ozarks. |

It is probable that a large portion of the 
public understands little of the difference 
between low-rent subsidy housing, limited- 
dividend housing, speculative housing, and 
normal privately built housing. It is prob- 
able that if the public were thoroughly 
aware of these differences, its ‘pressure on 
legislators would result im the speedy en- 
actment of proper legislation providing for 
such subsidy low-rent housing. 

I believe that the strenuous objection by 
realty boards to such legislation is founded 
more on habit than on reason. 


There is housing built to produce maxi- 
mum profits for its owners. There is hous- 
ing built by banks, itisurance companies, 
and other fiduciary institutions intended to 
rent at rates between the low of subsidized 
housing and the high of maximum-profit 
housing. Then there is subsidy housing, 
commonly referred to as low-rent housing. 
Such housing is intended for persons who 
can afford no other kind, and should al- 
ways be limited to occupancy by carefully 
selected and screened low-income families. 


The Why of Public Aid 


Subsidy housing means that somewhere 
along the line somebody other than the ten- 
ants is paying part of the bill, and this 
somebody is either a town, city, county, 
state, or federal agency. Somewhere along 
the line governmental agencies must sub- 
sidize the project so that the tenants may 
pay less rent than would normally be re- 
quired to carry privately owned and fi- 
nanced housing. 

Why should government pay part of these 
poor families’ rent? This question may be 
answered by asking other questions. How 
many families can afford to own private 


Not more than a few handfuls 
throughout all of America. 


Is it more necessary to provide such fa- 
cilities to American families, publicly fi- 
nanced and tax supported, than it is to pro- 
vide decent minimum basic housing for 
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The only answer appears to lie in the 
realm of the psychiatrist or psychologist. 
Almost invariably at real estate board meet- 
ings, the following happens when subsidy 
housing comes up for review: 
Without much debate, and apparently with- 


support and approval. It almost seems that 

a compulsion complex exists at such meet- 

ings, a compulsion complex which inevit- 

ably leads to negative action whenever 

te oma housing legislation is up for dis- 
on. 


Why is this? What damage to real es- 
tate interests is involved or threatened?

How can a poor family, unable 
by any stretch of imagination to pay pri- 
vately demanded and required “economic 
rents,” be able to afford the current neces- 
sarily high private’ rents?

An explanation of how the 
range of television may be in- 
creased by the use of high-flying 
airplanes was given here last 
night by Albert A. Nims, a design 
engineer for Westinghouse Elec- 
tric Corp., which has completéd 
technical development of the sys- 
tem, known as “stratovision.” 

Nims addressed a joint meeting 
of. the Institute of Radio Engi- 
neers’ St. Louis section and the 
Electronics Discussion Group of 
the American Institute of Radio 
Engineers at Central Institute of 
the Deaf, 818 South Kingshigh- 
way. 

Stratovision was developed, he 
reported, so that the range of 
television signals transmitted from 
a ground station could be in- 
creased, Television’ signals, he 
said, can reach only to the hori- 
zon; signals transmitted from a 
station on the groufhd are limited 
by the earth's ‘curvature, but when 
sent from an airplane the range 
is increased in proportion to the 
height at which the plane flies. 

“To overcome this obstacle and 
thus expand television coverage 
for many listeners,” he continued, 
“Westinghouse began work on: 
stratovision about three years ago. 
Early this month it was decided 
that the technical problems were 
solved and it would be possible, 
using eight airplanes, to -broad- 
cast on a coast-to-coast basis.” 

The Westinghouse development 
differs from the method by which 
programs are transmitted now 
from New York to St. Louis, for

SHANGHAI, Jan. 28 (AP)—Two 
Chinese ships collided off Chu 
Shan Island, 100 miles south of 
Shanghai, early this morning. 
More than 600 lives are believed 
to have been lost. 

The Australian destroyer Wara- 
munga picked up 35 survivors, in- 
cluding some crew members of 
both shops, the collier Kienyuan 
and the 4000-ton freighter-passen- 
ger ship Taiping. The survivors 
were landed in Shanghai tonight. 

Survivors said the two ships 
crashed off Chu Shan in pitch 
darkness. The Kienyuan went 
down in five minutes. Badly crip- 
pled itself, the Taiping picked up 
those struggling in the water and 
raced to try to go aground on the 
island, 10 miles away, but sank 
before reaching its goal.

Foremost Restorer of Paintings | 


William Suhr, Who Acts as Doctor 
To Aging Works of Art, Learned 
Profession in Germany—Paintings 
Have Lives of. Their Own, He Says - 


By Dickson Terry 


AINTINGS, in case you have never thought of it that way, are 
P pretty much like people in that they are subject te a variety of 

ailments, many of them, as with peophk, resulting from old age. 
William Suhr, who always thinks of them that way, also likes to 
think of himself as a physician whose oath compels him to keep old 
masters in the pink, as it were, and to prolong their lives insofar as 
it is humanly possible. It may be doubtful, however,.if any medical 
man ever looked upon one of his patients with more respect than Suhr 
feels for a Masterpiece, . 


We went out to the Art Museum 
the other day to watch Suhr, who 
is recognized as the country’s 
foremost restorer of paintings, at 
work. He used to be attached to 
the Detroit Museum of Art, but 
in recent years he has been work- 
ing independently and he. comes 
to the museum here about once a 
year to do what restoring needs 
to be done. Since the museum 
pays him $100 a day we had to 
talk to him while he worked. 


Suhr, German born, ‘is a man 
in his middle forties with a mop of 
sandy colored, curly hair which he 
wears long, and a very engaging 
accent, His parents were born in 
this country, both of German par- 
entage. However, they met in 
Germany, where both had gone 
when young. They were married 
and stayed there. . 

As a young man Suhr wanted to 
be a sculptor. Then he changed 
to painting and finally to acting. 
Despite his three professions he 
was starving to death,. when a 
friend told him there was an 
opening for a restorer at the Ber- 
lin Museum. In those days restor- 
ing was a very secretive art, often 
being handed down from father 
to son. An opening was a very rare 
thing. Suhr got the job. His know]- 
edge of painting stood him in good 
stead, but he learned restoring 
mostly by trial and error. 

He worked under William R. 
Valentiner, who later became the 
director of the Detroit Museum. 
Valentiner brought Suhr to this 
country as restorer for that mu- 
.seum in 1928. Suhr now lives in” 
New York, and among his regular 
clients, in addition to the St. Lonis 
Museum, are the Detroit Museum, 
the Cleveland Museum, The Metro- | 
politan and the famed Frick col- 
lection. ° He has been coming to 
St. Louis for about 15 years, 

A painting, Suhr explains with 
a very intense air, is like a human 
being in that it has a life of its 
own; but the painting is unable, 
like a human being, to restore it- 
self from time to time. “It is 
alive, but arrested,” he puts it. A

as well as a physical force, he. 
feels, and that it is the duty of the 
restorer to preserve its spiritual 
well being. 

“It presupposes an empathy,” he 
expresses it. “The ability to be 
conscious of what a picture means. 
Picasso, Hogarth, Rembrandt, all 
reflect completely different facets

in their conception of art. What 
makes the difference between 
Rembrandt and a follower of 
Rembrandt, even though they use 
the same technique? It is the 
spirit, the intangible something, 
which we must be careful not to 
alter, The minutest change may 
affect this intangible something.” 

Most of the illnesses in the mu- 
seum here are brought on by the 
climate. Changes in .temper- 
ature and humidity cause the 
canvases to contract and expand. 
This causes the paint to crack, 
sometimes raises small blisters on 
the painting surface. When a 
picture develops a blister Suhr 
selects a hypodermic needle from 
his work table and injects a new 
binder, usually parchment glue,
